FINAXCK, NOT TARIFF. THE ISSUE. 


A dispatch in yesterday's JOURNAL 


stated that the president in reply to a 
direct question by a representative of 
the Associated Press said he intends to 
convene congress in extra session not 
later than September 16tb. He does 
not think it amiss that the people 
should be informed that the time ia at 
hand when their representatives in 
congress should be called upon to deal 
with tlie financial condition which is 
the only menace to our country's wel- 
fare and prosperity. " It is well," he 
says, " for the people to take up the 
»i ujoct for themselves and. arrive at 
their own conclusions as to the merits 


< ' a financial policy which obliges us to 
purchase idle bullion with gold taken 
from the reserve." 


The language attributed to the presi- 


dent is doubtless authentic. If so, it 
proves that in the opinion of the chief 
magistrate the silver men were right 
•when they asserted in the campaign 
last fall that the financial, not the 
tariff, question w<is the real issue before 
the people. It is now, as it was then, 
the only menace to our country's wel- 
fare and prosperity. The tariff is 
question of sehelules.which principally 
concerns those engaged in certain in 
dustries; the financial question deals 
directly with money and atfects tee 
whole people. One determines which 
of certaiu articles of consumption shall 
be taxed highest to provide revenue for 
the support of the government; the 
other whether one-half the money of 
the constitution shall be demonetized, 
and the latter alone in the opinion of 
the president menaces the welfare and 
prosperity of the people. 


The financial policy which oMiqw na 


to purchase silver bullion with gold 
tnl vt from the reserve is to be de- 
plored, but it is not the law but the 
custom of the treasury department that 
makes it obligatory to take gold from 
the reserve to pay for idle silver bullion. 
The act of 1890 directing the purchase 
of 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion 
monthly provides, that the notes issued 
in payment of that bullion shall be re- 
deemable in coin. Whether the coin 
shall be gold or silver is left to tho dis- 
cretion of the secret iry of the treasury. 
Should thit offlci.'l dooido to redeem 
the noto<4 issued m payment of silver 
bullion with cilvor com he would be 
(onplviutt with tKn strict letter of the 
law.

CHICAGO, June 6.—When Ooverno 


Nelson of Minnesota called theanti 
trust convention to order it was ex 
pected the first fight of the session 
would begin, for it was generally know: 
that Donnelly of the radical faction 
had been beaten in the committee o 
resolutions and would carry the flgh 
to the floor. In the convention Chair 
man Bosewater of the committee on 
resolutions no sooner read the preambl 
than Donnelly moved as a substitut 
a demand for the government purchas 
of anthracite coal lands. Henry D 
Lloyd of Chicago wanted bituminou 
lands also purchased and the fight on 
those two amendments lasted two hour 
after which Eosewater moved the pre 
vious question and the committee re 
port -was carried. The fight was kep 
up all day, however, by the extremists 
but they were out-voted _at every turn 
The resolutions adopted set forth a 
length the evils of the trust system ai 
at present maintained and call upon 
the convention to create a permanen 
association to be known as the anti 
trust association of the United States, 
consisting 
of three 
representatives 


from each State and Territory; also the 
organization of an anti-trust associa 
tion in securing uniform legislation 
and the rigid execution of laws. The 
resolutions declare over capitalization 
of corporate property largely responsi 
ble for the breaking down of credits 
and tho financial distress now prevail 
ing. 
The resolutions were not radica 


enough to fcuit the Donnelly-Weaver 
element and they gave notice of anothe 
meeting at the Palmer House to-night 


Before the close of the central hal 


meeting J. H. Quinn of the Butte, Mon 
tana Jlmrr offered a free coinage reso 
lution which was passed by a smal 
majority.

The leg- 
is.atures of the several states must be 
rolled upon to pass laws specifically 
defining acts constituting R trust and 
ntflxi ig penalties which can be readily 
determined and enforced. 


Tho congress of the United States 
passed an anti-trust law which it is the 
duty of the attorney general to enforce. 
For some reason that official has not 
yet made a move publicly against the 
trusts. They are falling to pieces from 
their own rottenness, nevertheless 
The cordage trusts, of which there were 
two, were the first to go under, but the 
whisky trcwt, which was capitalized for 
seven or eight times the value of Its 
property, soon followed.

After Negotiations for Six Yearn It is 


Ratified. 


Special to the JOURNAL.] 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—The Ruasian 


extradition treaty, which has been a 
subject of negotiation between the two 
contracting parties for more than six 
years and has been amended again and 
again, and which was threatened with 
defeat in its final stages, has at last 
been formally proclaimed and 
will 


henceforth be the law of the land un- 
til it is superceded by another treaty. 
The ratifications were exchanged in St. 
Petersburg nearly two months ago but 
because it was necessary to observe ex- 
traordinary precautions to secure the 
safe transmission of the document to 
tho United States the treaty was not 
received at the department until a late 
day last week. 


The treaty is in the French language 


and it has been necessary to translate 
the document into English and make a 
very careful comparison between the 
translation and the original. 
This 


work was completed yesterday and to- 
day the president saw it for the first 
time when Secretary Gresbam carried 
it to the cabinet meeting. All that re- 
mained to be done was the official 
proclamation and that was done this 
afternoon. 
The proclamation itself 


was dated yesterday and simply recited 
the'provisions of the treaty with the 
announcement that it would go into 
effect twenty days from date; that is 
to say June 24th. Interest is centered 
on the sections making attempts upon 
the lives of the heads of governments 
or accessoryship to such attempts ex- 
traditable. 


These sections in the treaty as offi- 


cially promulgated are precisely identi- 
cal in language with the sections pub- 
lished in the Washington dispatches of 
the Associated Press, April 22d last. 


It is asserted in official quarters that 


in spite of all that has been said about 
the treaty, it is similar In scope to all 
extradition treaties negotiated by the 
United States in recent years.

SPOKANE, Wash., June 6.—Three banks 


closed their doors* to-day. They have 
assets largely in excess of their liabili- 
ties and have been conducted with 
sound management They were caught 
in the sudden whirl and flurry, and the 
public suddenly became alarmed and 
the distance from the money centers 
prevented timely fortification. 


When the banking hours arrived this 


morning the Washington National and 
the Washington Savings banks, allied 
institutions, failed to open their doors. 
They had been subjected to a heavy 
run the day before> and although they 
had made arrangements for money it 
failed to arrive hi time. This startled 
the public and the run started anew 
upon all the banks. By 1 o'clock it had 
almost entirely subsided, .but relief 
came too late for the Citizens' National 
which closed its doors at 2 o'clock. 
The other banks stood the strain with 
no visible signs of weakening, and since 
they have been strengthening them- 
selves and the worst of the flurry is 
believed to be over. • It is generally be- 
lieved that there will be no more 
suspensions. 


Lizzie Borden'i Trial Commenced.

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 6.—The 


trial of Lizzie Borden for the murder 
of her father and stepmother in Fall 
River began this morning with a state- 
ment of the case on behalf of the com' 
monwealth by Attorney Moody who re< 
hearsed the' details of the crime as 
already told in these dispatches. He 
related many instances to show that 
ill-will long existed between Lizzie and 
her stepmother. 


Though Miss Borden gave no signs 


of being affected by the address, she 
fainted just as the speaker concluded 
When she revived the state put on as 
the first witness Thomas Kierman, a 
civil engineer, who minutely described 
the Borden house and surroundings. 
Adjourned till to-morrow. 


After the adjournment of court the 


jury went to Fall Biver and carefully 
viewed the scene of the murder.

WEATHER-CROP BCtLKTIN. 


Report Published by the U. S. Depart- 


ment of Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 31,189a 


TEMPERATUBE. 


The week has been slightly warmer 


than usual on the Atlantic coast south- 
ward of Virginia, along the gulf coast, 
in central and southern Texas and 
eastern New Mexico, but the excess of 
temperature in this region has no- 
where exceeded an average of 3 deg. 
per day, and only in parts of North 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, southern 
Louisiana and eastern Texas has it 
amounted to 3 deg. perday. 


In New England nearly normal tem- 


perature conditions prevailed, while 
throughout the remainder of the coun- 
try the week has been cooler than 
usual, the deficiency exceeding C deg. 
per day, over the whole regions extend- 
ing from Michigan and Indiana west- 
ward to the Rocky mountains 
The 


greatest deficiency in temperature from 
7 deg. to 10 deg. per day occurred over 
;he region from the upper Mississippi 
valley westward to Utah and Idaho. 


Light frosts occurred in Minnesota 


on the 23d and heavy frosts on the 
same date in South Dakota, Kansas, 
Nebraska and Oklahoma. Heavy frosti 
also occurred m the upper Missouri 
valley on the 27tb, and in the northern 
and central Rocky mountain regions 
on the 26th, 27th and 28th. Fruit and 
vegetables are reported to have sus- 
tained slight injury in North Dakota 
and Utah. Elsewhere no damage from 
'rests is reported. 


The season from March 1 to date has 


seen slightly warmer than usual in the 
larolinas, Georgia, Florida, southern 
Louisiana and eastern Texas. About 
;he normal temperature conditions 
nave prevailed in 1 he lower lake region 
and a slight deficiency exists in New 
England and the middle Atlantic 
States. Elsewhere tho season has been 
decidedly cooler than usual, the great- 
est deficiency occurring over the region 
from the upper Mississippi Valley 
westward to Idaho, where the daily 
average if, from 4 deg. to 6 deg. below 
;he normal, 


PRECIPITATION. 


From the lower lakes and upper 


Ohio Valley eastward to New England 
;here has been less rain than 'usual. 
There has also been less than the usual 
rainfall in southern Florida, along the 
gulf coa&t, from Texas northward to 
the Dakotas, and on the north Pacific 
:oast 
In the central Mississippi, lower 


Missouri, and lower Ohio, valleys and 
;hence southeastward to the middle 
and south Atlantic coasts there has 


mora than the usual amount of 


rain, the fall being excessively heavy in 
western Tennessee and eastern Arkan- 


where from seven to ten inches of 


actual rainfall occurred. 
Notwith- 


standing this exceptional fall of rain 
;he reports from Arkansas and Ten- 
nessee indicate that no serious injury 
resulted. The telegram from Louisi- 
ana, however, stites that two-thirds of 
east Carroll Parish are under water and 
that damage is anticipated between the 
Mississippi and Bceuf Rivers in Cata- 
houla Parish. 


The seasonal rainfall from March 1st 


to May 29th is generally below the 
average on the Atlantic coast, in the 
gulf fetites and from Texas northward 
to westsrn South Dakota; it has also 
baen deficient over portions of the 
lo.ver lake region. Over portions oi 
Illinois and 
eastern Missouri the 


seasonal fall exceeds tho average by 
more than ten inches. 


Generally the week ending May 29th 


has been favorable to crops in the At 
lantic coast and gulf States, and the 
condition of cotton is reported to have 
been decidedly improved in the Caro- 
hnas, Georgia, Florida and Texas In 
the west and northwest, however, while 
the weather has been favorable for the 
prosecution of farm work, it has been 
too cool for rapid advancement of veg- 
etation 
and quick germination o 


seeds.

Collecting Chinese Coins. 


"The earlieit Chinese coins that 1 have 


hoard of," said Consul Bedloe, "date 
•rorn the dynasty which ruled from 265 
to 207 B. C. 


"From that time until today these use- 


ful little coins have been used by every 
monarch, no matter whether he was an 
emperor of tho entire country or king of 
one of the petty principalities into which 
from time to time the Chinese empire was 
broken. There have been over 1,300 oc- 
cupants of the various thrones, royal and 
imperial. In addition to these regular is- 
sues, if emoh they may be called, there 
have been special issues from time to 
time and also special local issues. A 
wealthy mandarin in Canton is said to 
have tho finest collection extant, con- 
taining 25,000 specimens of different 
kinds." 


Tho cost increases aa you go backward 


in time. The cash of this century can 
be secured at their nominal face value. 
Those of tho eighteenth and seventeenth 
centuries bring from 1 cent to 10 cents 
each. Those of the Han dynasties bring 
$100 each when in fine state of preserva- 
tion.—Philadelphia Bulletin. 


Artificial Maple Sugar. 


Decoctions or extracts of the wood or 


bark of trees are frequently used for 
flavoring sirups or sugars. 
Different 


extracts diSer in taste. 
The hickory 


tree, it is said, yields an extract that will 
impart the flavor of tho maple, and 
Daily's method of producing artificial 
maple sirup of sugar is as follows: 
Make an extract of hickory bark or 
wood by allowing water to percolate 
through tho same. The bark or wood 
may be ground, or sawdust therefrom 
used. Hot water may be used, or the 
material boiled in water. The strength 
of the extract may bo increased by in- 
crease of the quantity of the wood or 
bark. To one gallon of hot or boiling 
sugar sirup add, say, three tablespoon- 
fuls of the hickory extract. It is said 
the effect of the extract is to produce a 
flavor that renders the sirup indistin- 
guishable from genuine maple sugar. H 
the sirup is boiled down, a sugar re- 
sembling maple sugar in taste is pro- 
duced.—London Public Opinion. 


Poverty and Clothes. 


One marked difference between the 


very poor in the English cities and the 
corresponding class in American towns 
is that the latter buy their clothing of 
tailors and manufacturers, and therefore 
get it new, while tho English poor, and 
particularly the English women of low 
estate, prefer the castoff finery of 
"tho 


quality" that is sold at the secondhand 
shops. Tho result is that tho American 
laborer and his wife make a better ap- 
pearance in their cheap but simple and 
suitable garments than the London nav- 
vy or hawker, with a shiny, ill fitting 
broadcloth, and his wifo in a garish hat 
with broken feathers and unfashionable, 
not to say bedraggled, skirts.—New York 
Sun. 


Thackeray In Conversation,

Mr. Sala says that when Thackeray 


was not in "a tetchy temper caused by 
extreme physical anguish" ho was one 
of the most delightful talkers it is possi- 
ble to imagine.
